School Case Is 


Scheduled 
For Rehearing 


A motion to reopen the court 
case involving alleged secret 
meetings of school board 
members is scheduled for Mon- 
day, July 29. 

The motion, filed by Atty. 
Carmine DiAdamo, in behalf of 
School Committeeman William 
L. Lane, follows two controver- 
Sial rulings issued by Superior 
Court Judge Paul K. Connolly 
last week. 

Judge Connolly in an oral rul- 
ing ordered Committeemen 
John G. Wragg, John F. Lyons, 
George F. Olesen and Chair- 
man Francis E. Griggs, to 
“cease and desist,’ from the 
unlawful practice of holding 
secret meetings. 

The court in its written fin- 
ding ruled that the committee 
had not acted illegally. 

The case was brought by 
Committeeman Lane who 
alleges that the school com- 
mittee members met secretly 
and voted to censure him due to 
an alleged breach of ethics. 
Lane also charged that the com- 
mittee members had met and 
acted on other occasions in 
violation of the open meeting 
law. 

Judge Connolly, in his oral 
findings, dictated to a court 
stenographer, found that the 
petitioner, William L. Lane was 
not censured by the school com- 
mittee members, and that a 
censure does not appear in the 
school committee records.

‘Land Swap 


On Agenda 


The first article for the Oc- 
tober Town Meeting warrant - - 
involving a ‘“‘land swap’ on 
Greenwood Road - - was 
accepted by the Board of 
Selectmen Monday night, after 
presentation by Mrs. Virginia 
Hammond of the Conservation 
Commission. 

The Selectmen had previous- 
ly asked town committees to 
present items they would like to 
have added to the Warrant 
without going through the peti- 
tion process, by this week. 


Mrs. Hammond reported that 
Builder George Chongris would 
like to have about an acre of 
land ‘‘in which the town has in- 
terest,’’ fronting on an old bend 
on Greenwood Road, in order to 
open up some landlocked 
property for building houses. 

In return, he would give the 
town four and a half acres of 
swampland at the rear of his 
property, bordering on Fish 
Brook, 

Mrs. Hammond said the 
Greenwood Road acre is now 
being used as a dumping ground 
for trash, bed springs and the 
like, and is ‘‘quite unattrac- 
tive.’’ She said it would be more 
of a benefit to the neighborhood 
if it were developed into homes. 

She said the Conservation 
Commission, which would spon- 
sor the article, couldn’t see that 
any harm would come to Fish 
Brook by having additional 
houses in the area. She said the 
lots had already been deter- 
mined as buildable.

Judge Connolly said that the 
school committee members 
had met for the purpose of dis- 
cussing school committee 
matters and the meeting had 
not been posted in accordance 
with the statutes. 

Such meetings were a viola- 
tion of the principle, if not the 
letter of the law, Judge Connol- 
ly said. 

In his written finding, Judge 
Connolly found that the school 
committee members had not 
acted illegally. 

The court transcript, read 
into the records of the school 
committee at the meeting Mon- 
day night reads: 

“T find that no vote of censure 
of the petitioner William Lane 
was takensby the Committee 
and that no such censure is 
noted in the records of the Com- 
mittee. 

“TI do not find that the Com- 
mittee met in Executive Ses- 
sion in violation of the statute.

Signs in the area warning 
against trespassing, the 
hazards of stumps and other 
submerged obstacles, have 
been torn down by intruders. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin and Public Works Direc- 
tor Robert E. McQuade have 
ordered the area posted once 
again and have asked the police 
to check the area. 

Violators will be prosecuted 
local officials warn. 

The Fish Brook project is a 
water supply and is not suitable 
for swimming. The dangers in- 
volved in the submerged 
stumps and other matter in the 
area is of principal concern to 
local officials who hope to avoid 
a tragedy by asking the police 
to check the brook more fre- 
quently to keep trespassers 
from using the facility as a 
recreation area.

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Selectmen To 


Check Andover’s 
Needs First 


The Andover Board of 
Selectmen Monday night 
agreed not to explore with 
neighboring towns - - or even to 
set a policy on selling them 
water - - until a complete study 
of needs is made here at home. 


A report will be forthcoming 
from the Town Manager and 
the Department of Public 
Works, perhaps even outside 
sources. 

The issue first came up 
publicly two weeks ago, after 
Tewksbury tried to sound out 
the board on the possibility of 
buying water from Andover’s 
Haggett’s Pond supply. 
Tewksbury is seeking a 20-year 
commitment for about a 
million gallons a day. 

Since then, Wilmington, 
North Reading and North An- 
dover have also expressed some 
interest in doing likewise. 

The Selectmen won’t pursue 
the matter further, however, 
until they determine that 1) the 
quality of water being pumped 
to Andover residents won't 
deteriorate and 2) the ecology 
of Haggett’s Pond, the source of 


Andover’s supply , would not 
suffer. 

Selectman Edmund J. 
Sullivan, Jr., first asked what 
would happen to ‘‘quality’’ if 
the ratio of the Merrimack 
River water to Haggett’s Pond 
water were greatly increased, 
in order to meet a demand for 
greater volume. Would, he ask- 
ed, the natural filtration 
process be disturbed. 

Public Works Director 
Robert McQuade said he could 
put 100 per cent Merrimack 
River water through Andover’s 
treatment plant and ‘‘you won’t 
know the difference.” 

McQuade said that Andover, 
which now uses up to eight 
million gallons on maximum 
days, will. be into the 
Merrimack “‘in a short time,’ 
just to meet the town’s needs. 

That time element would not 
change drastically, he said, if 
another town started drawing 
on the supply as well. 

Meanwhile, he said, the An- 
dover plant can produce up to 12

safe for drinking - - with zero 
discharge of pollutants into it. 
The Corps’ had estimated that 
such a plan would cost Andover 
up to $29 million, over 10 years - 
a sum the selectmen consider 
far too high. 

Selectman Alan French in- 
sisted Monday night however, 
that the board does support the 
aim of cleaning up the river - as 
long as it’s economically sound. 

Assistant Town Manager 
Sheldon Cohen reported that 
there has still been no word on 
the availability of the Corps’ 
final study, and added that this 
week he will begin contacting 
other representatives of other 
communities on the Merrimack 
Valley Planning Commission, 
to see if they will join Andover 
in rejecting the report.

Any taxpayer who has not yet 
received his refund should call or 
visit his local IRS office as soon

been lost or stolen, he urges the 
person to get in touch with the 


local IRS office as soon as possi- 
ble so they can put a tracer on the 
missing check. 

Some refunds may have been 
delayed because of errors or 
omissions on tax returns, accor- 
ding to Foristall. Taxpayers 
affected should follow the in- 
structions received from the IRS 
in order to speed up issuance of 
their checks.

million gallons on a 24-hour 
shift. By 1990, he said, the plant 
will be at capacity for An- 
dover’s use alone. The new

Recovery 
Signs In 
Economy 


The U.S. economy continues to 
show signs of recovery from the 
first-quarter decline, according 
to the latest economic indicators 
released by the Government’s 
various statistics collecting 
agencies. Industrial production 
was up 5 per cent (annual rate) in 
May, the second monthly ad- 
vance. Retail sales also 
registered a modest gain, 
although it is premature to con- 
clude that this firming up signals 
the beginning of the long-awaited 
recovery in consumer con- 
fidence. 

On the negative side, overall 
unemployment increased in May 
to 5.2 per cent, as anticipated. 
The decline in residential con- 
struction - - an 11 per cent drop in 
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new housing starts at 1.45 million 
units - - also came as no surprise, 
in view of the nationwide scarcity 
of mortgage money. 

Prices in general - - and par- 
ticularly wholesale prices - - con- 
tinued to rise and this trend 
represents the most pressing 
problem in the nation’s economy. 

Looking ahead to the release of 
the next round of key economic 
indicators, we believe that 
steady gains in industrial produc- 
tion will continue. The Index of 
Industrial Production of the 
Federal Reserve Board, to be 
released in mid-July, should 
show another moderate gain at 
an annual rate of about 5 per 
cent. We also expect the leading 
indicators to recover in June. 

We foresee the rate of un- 
employment continuing its slow 
rise to around the 6 per cent level 
at year end. 

The most troublesome single 
factor in the economy will con- 
tinue to be inflation and trying to 
bring it under control - - or at 
very least to curbits growth rate 
- - should have first priority 
attention from governmental 
authorities at all levels. At this 
point, we can see no alleviation 
of sharply rising industrial com- 
modity prices for some time. In 
part this unhappy situation 
resulted from the spurt in prices 
in nearly all markets, following 
the abandonment of controls in 
April. 


Camellias 
Bloom In 
Swamp 


The silky camellia might be 
termed a precious flower. 

Its white cup has a purple bot- 
tom,, painted by the filaments 
and anthers. It is a leaky cup, 
since the five white petals barely 
touch, 

In Dismal Swamp, where we 
Saw it in bloom for the first time 
late last month, it is a rarity. 
Dismal Swamp, just below Nor- 
folk, Virginia, is that area where 
the North and South not so much 
meet as overlap. It is land where 
many plants and some animals 
should not be, but are. 

In Dismal, the silky camellia is 
rare indeed. The only one visible 
at Dismal this year was blooming 
beside a feeder ditch near 
Jericho Ditch, in the northern 
end of the swamp. Brooke 
Meanley of the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, probably knows 
Dismal Swamp better than any 
other biologist. He reported in 
1970 that he had seen only three 
silky camellias in all his ranging 
of Dismal. 

The silky camellia (Stewartis 
malachodendron) grows into a 
small tree. The one we saw was 
comparable in size to a dogwood 
tree. 
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Employment 


Hits High 
In May 


Employment rose by 21,600 in 
the month of May to hit the 
highest level for the month on 
record, while a decline in un- 
employment of 3,800 persons was 
recorded, according to John D. 
Crosier, Director of the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Employment Security. This 
paradox of record-high employ- 
ment without a corresponding 
improvement in unemployment 
results from large increases in 
the state’s work force which are 
outpacing the healthy expansion 
in available job opportunities. 

Manufacturing employment 
remained on the plateau reached 
in January. Continued strong 
growth has occurred in capital 
goods manufacturing and in 
federal manufacturingcontracts. 
Employment in the manufac- 
turing sector was 25,000 above 
May 1972. 

While some seasonal help was 
added in various nonmanufac- 
turing industries, construction 
activity, which is heavily in- 
fluenced by current restrictive 
monetary policies, and federal 
government employment in 
Massachusetts were both below 
last spring’s levels and thus tend- 
ed to offset these gains. 

Most of the eight large 
metropolitan areas followed the 
state pattern of slight improve- 
ment from April to May, with the 
exception of the Fall River area 
where unemployment dropped 
from 8.0 to 7.2 per cent, and the 
Lawrence - Haverhill area where 
the drop was from 7.6 to 7.2 per 
cent. In the latter area, a com- 
bination of recalls after settle- 
ment of a labor dispute and ad- 
ditions to factory payrolls in 
durable goods caused the decline. 
In the Fall River area, manufac- 
turing improved slightly and 
resident construction workers 
went to work on projects outside 
the area. The Worcester area, 
with its concentration of 
machinery manufacturing, con- 
tinues to have the lowest un- 
employment rate in the state. 

The seasonally adjusted un- 
employment rate for 
Massachusetts declined from a 
revised 8.1 per cent of the labor 
force in April to 7.9 per cent in 
May while the comparable rate 
for the United States was rising 
from 5.0 to 5.2 per cent.

Cronin 
Reports On 
Reform 


Congressman Paul W. Cronin, 
who is himself seeking reelec- 
tion, reports that events of the 
past several months have 
accelerated a nation-wide drive 
for the reform of campaign prac- 
tices. ‘It seems that questions 
concerning the operation of 
political campaigns at every 
level have arisen as a result of 
the occurrences surrounding 


& Watergate,’’ he says. 


“In light of this, it is en- 


=" couraging to note that the House 


Administration Committee has 
recently approved a campaign 
reform bill. As a co-sponsor of 


calls for public financing of 
Presidential elections and cam- 
paigns and allows the Federal 
government to make matching 
grants for Presidential primary 
elections. 

“Contributions from private 
citizens under the terms of the 
bill will be limited to $1,000 per 
election per candidate for 
Federal office. In addition, 
political committees will be 
limited to $5,000 per election per 
candidate. 

“In Presidential primary elec- 
tions, the amount of money spent 
by a candidate may not exceed 
$10 million under the terms of the 
legislation. Up to $20 million may 
be alloted for general election 
spending purposes, totalling $30 
million overall. Candidates for 
the U.S. Senate are limited to a 
total of five cents per resident of 
a state, or $75,000, whichever is 
greater, for both the primary and 
general elections. Candidates for 
the House of Representatives 
will be limited to $75,000 for each 
of the primary and general elec- 
tions. 

“The bill will create a seven- 
member advisory board to 
oversee the administration and 
enforcement of the election law. 
This group will consist of four 
Members of Congress and three 
Congressional appointees. Ac- 
cording to the House Administra- 
tion Committee, Federal elec-

New Group 
Favors Road 
Amendment 


David J. Christensen, ex- 
ecutive vice president of the 
Automobile Club of Merrimack 
Valley (AAA), has been elected 
chairman of a newly created 
Highway Users Committee of 
Merrimack Valley. 

Between now and election day, 
November 5, the Committee will 
devote most of its efforts to 
preserving intact the ‘‘Good 
Roads Amendment,”’ dedicating 
the proceeds of all state 
highway user taxes and fees - 
motor fuel taxes, license and 
registration fees, etc. - exclusive- 
ly to highway and directly 
related purposes. 

The proposal to ‘“‘break’’ the 
amendment, if a majority of the 
voters give their approval to this 


‘question on the ballot on 


November 5, Christensen said, 
would result in state highway 
funds being diverted without 
limitation and at will by the 
Legislature to ‘‘mass transit 
lines’’ and ‘‘mass transportation 
purposes”’ of all kinds throughout 
the Commonwealth. 

Christensen described as ‘‘un- 
fortunate’’ an official news 
release which said that ‘‘some 
$670 millions in ‘Interstate 
highway funds’ were to be 
provided to Massachusetts from 
the Federal Government in lieu 
of the federal aid to highways 
money the Bay State would have 
received in connection with three 
major Interstate projects killed 
by the governor’s moratorium.”’ 
These were I-695, the Inner Belt; 
and the I-93 northerly and 
southwesterly corridors. 

“The Federal-aid-to-highways 
Act of 1973 makes it very clear,”’ 
he said, ‘‘that when segments of 
the Interstate system are 
eliminated, any in-lieu-of federal 
dollars allocated to a given state 
must come out of the general 
fund, and not the Highway Trust 
Fund. So this money is not going 
to come out of Interstate 
highway funds.”’ 

Without allowing for continued 
inflation or diversion to mass 
transportation or other purposes, 
“it is obvious,’’ Christensen said, 
“that if the Highway Trust Fund 
and the State Highway Fund are 


continued at present tax rates, 
highway user and other tax 
revenues available will be less 
than sufficient to meet even half 
of these needs. So what will 
happen to our highways under 
these circumstances?’

Farmland 


To Be Park 


The Department of the Interior 
has awarded a grant of $2, 088,150 
for the purchase of land in 
Middlesex County under the Land 
and Water Conservation Fund ac- 
cording to Congressman Paul W. 
Cronin. 

The funds will be matched by 
the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts to provide out- 
door recreation facilities for the 
nearly three million residents of 
the Greater Boston, Lawrence 
and Lowell areas. Located at the 
Farnum Smith Farm on the 
Chelmsford - Carlisle line, the 
proposed facilities call for pic- 
nicking, fishing, tent camping, 
and some swimming. 

“The region acquired by the 
grant includes open agricultural 
lands, woodlands, ponds and 
streams,”’ Cronin said. ‘‘A recent 
study by the Interior Department 
showed that about 40 per cent of 
the land is of critical en- 
vironmental concern, rich in 
natural wildlife. There are 
several endangered species such 
as Marsh Hawks, Osprey and 
Black-Crowned Night Herons 
which will be able to grow and 
flourish there once the area is 
safe and secure from 
development.”’ 

Cronin stated that some of the 
land would be set aside for inter- 
pretive sites and historic trails, 
but that all facilities would be ‘‘in 
harmony with the natural 
character of the area.”’

New English 
Head At 


Merrimack 


Professor John J. Murphy of 
North Andover has been named 
chairman of the English Depart- 
ment at Merrimack College for a 
three-year term. 

Dr. Barton S. Solomon of 
Salem, N.H., has also been ap- 
pointed Chemistry Department 
Chairman, according to the Rev. 
John R. Aherne, O.S.A., 
Merrimack College President. 

A recognized authority on the 
works of the American novelist 
Willa Cather, Murphy was one of 
the five featured speakers at the 
thirty-first annual Spring Sym- 
posium of the Catholic 
Renascence Society held at the 
College of New Rochelle, N.Y., 
in April. Earlier in the academic 
year he was among the 35 par- 
ticipants from six nations in an 
international seminar at the 
University of Nebraska, which 
commemorated the centennial of 
Willa Cather’s birth. 

During the Cather centennial 
year, Murphy has published an 
article on ‘‘My Antonia,’ entitled 
“The Respectable Romantic and 
the Unwed Mother: Class 
Consciousness in My Antonia,”’ in 
the Cather Anniversary issue of 
the Colby Library Quarterly 
(Sept. 1973). On August 5, the 
Boston Sunday Herald Advertiser 
published Murphy’s review arti- 
cle on ‘‘Uncle Valentine and 
Other Stories,’’ a volume of short 
fiction by Willa Cather. 

He has previously written ar- 
ticles on Cather for the New 
York Times Book Review and 
Renascence. He has currently 
completed a lengthy article on 
Cather’s ‘‘Shadows on the Rock.” 

He has also published articles 
and reviews in Thought, Descent, 
Emerson Society Quarterly, The 
Markham Review, Queen’s 
Quarterly, American Quarterly, 
Criticism, and Studies in Short 
Fiction. He has contributed to 
Masterpieces of Catholic 
Literature (Salem Press, 1965) 
and Dossiers de documentation 
sur la litterature canadienne - 
francais, Gabrielle Roy (Les 
Editions Fides, 1967). 

In 1972, Murphy was chairman 
of the Willa Cather Symposium 
sponsored by Merrimack College 
as part of the North Andover 
college’s celebration of its Silver 
Anniversary. 

A member of the Merrimack 
College faculty since 1965, 
Murphy received his B.A. in 
English from St. John’s Universi- 
ty in 1956. He continued his 
graduate studies at St. John’s 
University, where he was award- 


Literature in 1961. 

Prior to his appointment to the 
Merrimack College faculty, he 
was a member of the English 
Department at the College of St. 
Teresa in Winona, Minn. In 1963, 
he presented a nine-part series 
on “Great Ladies of the 
American Novel”’ on KTCA-TV, 
Minneapolis-St. Paul, in which he 
discussed the works of Edith 
Wharton, Ellen Glasgow, Willa 


Cather, and Elizabeth Madox 
Roberts. He also developed a 10- 
part series on ‘‘Nathaniel 
Hawthrone, An American 
Realist’ for KTCA-TV which 
was featured in 1964.

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22 Editorial Comment 


The County 


We are pleased to see the Andover selectmen, tenuous- 
ly adhering to the questioning of the worth of county 
government. 


This week, the board discussed the controversial new — 


assessment formula, which would result in Andover hav- 
ing to spend an additional $300,000 for county services, 
which are questionable at best. 

Selectmen Edmund J. Sullivan, Jr., has asked for an 
explanation of the formula to be used in new 


assessments, and Monday night made the observation = 


that his colleagues had spent considerable time earlier 
this year whittling $200,000 from the annual budget to 
save local taxpayers. This saving can be wiped out by the 
new charge for county operations. 

The status of the Essex County budget remains in 
doubt, but the threat of additional costs remains, and the 
local officials are concerned about the assessment ratio 
as well as the continued duplication of effort in some 
cases and the complete waste of funds, in other instances 
at the county level. 

We have for some time been concerned about the 
status of this archaic form of administration. As we have 
said before, it once served a useful purpose, but modern 
day government can well do without a county branch of 
operation. 

Chairman Milton Greenberg Monday night commented 
on the waste indicated in the county budget, namely, 
guards at the now defunct training school site in 
Lawrence, additional office space for the country com- 
missioners, county industrial commissions and planning 
agencies, the latter obvious duplication of effort. 

Greenberg is working with other area officials on an ex- 
amination of the county system, an outgrowth of the 
breakfast meetings conducted by the Greater Lawrence 
Chamber of Commerce for area officials. 

There has been much talk concerning county govern- 
ment for many years. Reform is long overdue. Andover 
officials have indicated recently that they intend to do 
more than just talk about doing something about the 
county form of administration. 

We are hopeful that they will assume a leadership role 
in this area which will prove most beneficial. 


Neighbors 


With the completion, after considerable problems, of 
the water treatment plant on the shores of Haggetts 
pond, Andover’s popularity has increased among its 
neighbors. 

Originally built as a possible regional facility to aid 
North Andover if the need for water rose, and possibly 
Lawrence, in time, Andover has now been approached by 
Tewksbury as a source of solving its water supply 
problems. 

The request has posed some rather interesting 
problems for local officials. 

If the plant can meet Andover’s needs and still have 
supply and capability to spare, then possibly local tax- 
payer investment can become an economic benefit. 

The new treatment plant, which processes water from 
the Merrimack river and places it in Haggetts for 
storage, has just gone on line. 

Public Works Director Robert McQuade affirms that 
no one would know that the end product had Merrimack 
as its source. 

No doubt, when the project was initiated several years 
ago, there could be seen the possible need for assistance 
to North Andover and Lawrence in years to come. 

But, hardly anyone envisioned the new found populari- 
ty of Andover water. In addition to Tewksbury, North 
Reading and Wilmington have been eyeing Andover with 
an arid tongue. 

The matter of determining whether or not Andover can 
meet the needs of these communities is a somewhat hap- 
py one, since quite possibly the overall cost of the water 
department and the construction of the plant can be 
reduced for local taxpayers. 

What must be examined now is whether or not the 


plant capacity can meet Andover’s needs adequately and : 


at the same time serve other communities. 
Also, local officials will be considering the growth fac- 
tor of Andover and the towns to be served, before making 


any commitment. 


In any case, it seems a happy problem to examine, one ‘ 


which can find Andover being neighborly as well as 


benefiting economically.

later someone gets stung.

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Fake Fur Patents Are For Real 


Man-made or ‘“‘fake’”’ furs are 
the subject of a trio of new 
patents issued to Dr. Daniel 
Frishman of Castle Heights 
Road, Andover. Each patent is 
concerned with a different aspect 
of the complex technology used 
in the production of the furs. 

Knitting the basic fabric is 
described in Patent 3,820,358, 
issued June 28; a machine for 
lustering the pile to produce a 
fur-like appearance, in Patent 3,- 
822,447, issue July 9, and a 
package for shipping the fabric 
to the garment manufacturer 
without disturbing its 
appearance, in Patent 3,797,647, 
issued March 19. 

Applications have been filed in 
foreign countries and several 
companies are interested in the 
acquisition or licensing of the 
U.S. and foreign patents. 

As an inventor, Dr. Frishman 
has carried projects from 
research and development 
through production. He is consul- 
tant to Malden Mills, Inc. of 
Lawrence, one of the world’s 
largest producers of pile fabrics. 

A long time interest in art and 
an extensive private collection 
have led him to establish an art 
gallery in Osterville, Cape Cod. 
In Andover, he has served as 
chairman of the library Trustees 
and as a member of the school 
committee. 

Early in his career he patented 
a widely used method for making 
wool fabrics resistant to 
Shrinkage during laundering. 
More recent patents include the

The ‘‘lustering’’ patent combines 
mechanical action and heat to 
convert a wooley surface into a

lustrous fur-like array of fibers. 
A series of heated rotating rolls, 
arranged in a planetary fashion 
around a large cloth-carrying 
cylinder, ‘‘polish’’ the surface of 
the pile fabric. The action is 
enhanced by a critical arrange- 
ment of grooves on the surfaces 
of the heated rotating planetary 
cylinders. 

Since pile surface is subject to 
distortion when submitted to con- 
tinuous pressure which may oc- 


; cur during packing, shipping and 


storage of these fabrics, Dr. 
Frishman says, the usual method 
of rolling a fabric upon itself can- 
not be used,. High -quality, man- 
made furs are shipped in a 
special container where layers of 
fabric in the roll are kept from 
touching:eachother.By attaching 
the selvedges to sturdy side 
walls, the layers of fabric are 
suspended. 

Usually, metal frames and 
hooks are used for this purpose, 
but Dr. Frishman’s new patent 
describes a package in which the 
fabricselvedges are sewn to stur- 
dy cardboard or plastic side 
walls to provide, he says, more 
uniform attachment at shorter 
intervals, together with substan- 
tial savings.

That’s especially true for 
Spooky the Great Horned owl, 
who has just moved into a brand 
new home at Boston’s Museum 
of Science. 

A familiar feathered friend to 
Museum visitors for the past 23 
years, Spooky is settling into a 
larger, more authentic home ina 
redesigned live animal area. His 
new case features floor-to-ceiling 
glass, a special boon to small ad- 
mirers who now have no difficul- 
ty looking up at the big bird. The 
dim lighting of the area accen- 
tuates the authenticity of the 
case, conveying the fact that 
owls are nocturnal creatures. 

His realistic perch is a tree 
branch attached to a simulated 
tree covered with cork bark. 
From this vantage point, he

Spooky appears on stage every 
day, too, in 15-minute 
demonstrations that explain 
more about him and his species. 

He is the oldest owl known in 
captivity, but he’s not particular- 
ly wise. Because owls look ex- 
tremely intelligent, man has 
always characterized them as 
such, The truth is, their brains 
are relatively small. They are 
able hunters, however, because 
of their keep eyesight and hear- 
ing, their long, sharp talons, and 
their swift, silent flight. With 
these special abilities, they do an 
excellent job of controlliung the 
population of small rodents. 

It was the Great Horned owl’s 
liking for a particular rodent - - 
the skunk - - that provided the 
original clue to Spooky’s identity. 
When Mr. and Mrs. Phillip O. 
Chase brought a_ three-day-old 
ball of owl feathers to the 
Museum 23 ywears ago, the 
education staff established that it 
was a Great Horned owl because 
it smelled of skunk. Great Horn- 
ed owls are the only ones in New 
England known to eat skunk as a 
regular part of their diet.

Nevertheless, it’s true. There is 
such a butterfly. -And, it has a

sons that the painted lady hassles 
fail to realize they are being 
assaulted. Who expects a butterf- 
ly deliberately to challenge a 
human? So the attack of the 
painted lady - - a sort of zigzag 
hovering flight in front of the per- 
son - - probably passes unnoticed. 

Dogs take the attack more 
seriously. They swap mouths full 
of air as they try to settle the dis- 
pute with the dodging and fein- 
ting butterfly. Other butterflies 


! flee from the painted lady. Even 


birds find them bothersome. 

One might think that such 
butterflies were not long for this 
world. Yet, the painted lady is 
among the few that occur both in 
Europe and America, and it has 
invaded all continents except An- 
tarctica and South America. It 
lives in North America from 
Labrador to Florida. It has been 
found on the summit of Mt. 
Washington in New Hampshire 
and above the timberline in the 
Rockies. 

Oddly, the painted lady ‘in 
North America has two broods 
each summer while the painted 
lady in Europe has but one. The 
late Samuel H. Scudder, a New 
England naturalist who knew 
butterflies a century ago better 
than most of us know them today, 


professional men, is not induced

While it’s hard to imagine a 
streak of violence in a brain no 
larger than a pin point, one can 
see evidence of it in the painted 
lady. Enough encounters with the 
little rascals gives one the 
definite impression that a 
painted lady knows what it is do- 
ing - - and that it does not care for 
you.

Sales of $476,330,000 
were 19 per cent above year- 
earlier sales of $400,590,000. 

Per-share earnings rose 22 per 
cent based on the 15,003,169 
average number of shares out- 
standing in the second quarter of 
1974 and 15,377,121 last year. 

In 1974’s first half, Raytheon 
earned $26,726,000 or $1.78 a 
share on sales of $905,418,000. A 
year earlier, the company earned 
$22,901,000 or $1.48 a share on 
sales of $768,735,000. The average 
number of shares outstanding in 
the first half was 14,990,099 in 
1974 and 15,469,602 the year 
before. 

Total company backlog at the 
end of the first half was $2.39 
billion, up from $1.27 billion a 
year ago. The U.S. Government - 
funded portion of the backlog was 
$628 million compared with $546 
million a year earlier. 

President Thomas L. Phillips 
said that while the gains were 
broadly based, they continued to 
be paced by the company’s 
energy business, air defense 
systems, and major appliances. 

Phillips also said that 
prospects for the balance of 1974 
appear favorable and that the 
company expects to set new 
records for the year as a whole.

‘Birds Here May Suffer From Famine In Africa 
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By Wayne Hanley 

The current famine in Africa 
will hit U.S. birds rather hard 
next winter. 

It’s the old story about any 
single thing on earth being at- 
tached to everything else. John 
Muir generally is credited with 
expressing that entanglement 
theory. But Adam must have 
been the first to notice it. 

At this point in summer, it 
would appear that wild bird feed 
mixtures will cost about 50 per 
cent more next winter than they 
did last winter. 

A few specialty seeds may be 


unobtainable. Thistle seed, for in- 
stance, will be scarce. The This- 
tle seed available next winter 
already is in the United States. 
Ethiopia which produces the seed 
has placed an embargo on all 
shipments. The seed is being 
pressed for edible oils, needed to 
combat famine in that nation. 

Indeed, bird feed buyers will be 
competing against the same 
economic forces which have 
boosted the price of premium 
margarines almost to butter 
prices. 

Sunflower seeds, for instance, 
are pressed for margarine. With 
a reduced African crop on the

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market, manufacturers will bid 
up the price on domestic 
sunflower seeds in buying to fill 
their needs. 

Peanut hearts, which several 
years ago were thrown away but 
later became an ingredient of 
wild bird feed mixtures, will be 
difficult to obtain. Much of the 
peanut-based cooking oils now 
come from peanut hearts. 

That old standby, millet - - the 
little round seeds in most bird 
feed mixtures - - seems to be in 
good supply. The main domestic 
millet source is the Dakotas and 
the crop appears to be good. A lit- 
tle more expensive, of course, 
but ample. 

Hemp seed has tripled in price. 
Buckwheat, that favorite of 
mourning doves, also has tripled. 
The buckwheat price has been 
affected by the floods last year in 
the Mississippi Valley which 
wiped out much of the crop. 

But there’s good news, too. 
Cracked corn should be in good 
supply and its price has remained 
comparatively stable. In the 
search in recent years for more 
exotic bird food, birders general- 
ly have overlooked the value of 


plebian corn. Cracked corn not 
only serves the needs of most 
seed-eating birds but also is the 
favored food for many, including 
blue jays and cardinals. 

In addition to the scarcity of 
some seeds, the general 
economic situation has affected 
bird feed prices. Inflation, of 
course, catches grower and 
buyer alike. At the same time, 
freight rates and surcharges are 
rising, and the ingredients of bird 
feed mixtures usually make the 
long trip from west to east in 
carload lots. 

Another factor which may 
affect availability of all feed, in- 
cluding corn, is a freight car 
shortage that reaches a climax 
around Chicago. Freight cars 
now are so busy hauling raw 
materials toward the Pacific and 
Japan that shipments through 
Chicago to the East Coast often 
are delayed three weeks or more. 
The situation could make bird 
feed supplies spotty.

The Aswan Dam in Egypt has 
been called an ecological dis- 
aster. Waterborne diseases have 
been introduced into the 
irrigated areas. The dam traps 
about 130 million tons of silt a 
year which contain nitrates and 
phosphates that supported the 
chain of life for the valley. Fif- 
teen hundred square miles of the 
Nile Delta are dried up, and it is 
not known when the 310-mile lake 
behind the dam will silt up, the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society 
reports.

tion of the First Amendment to 
the Constitution of the United 
States. Injunctions should not 
be issued unless they can be en- 
forced. There would be serious 
practical as well as con- 
stitutional problems involved in 
any attempt to enforce an in- 
junction against discussions by 
members of a board of matters 
relating to the public agency 
the board represents at any 
gathering or meeting not held in 
accordance with the statute. 
“On the other hand, designed, 
secret gatherings at which 
decisions are made as to of- 
ficial action to be taken at a 
future formal meeting would be 
in violation of the spirit, if not 
the letter, of the statute. In this 
Situation, the real meeting is 
the secret gathering and the 
formal, open meeting merely 
confirms and ratifies the action 


in secret and is ashamas far as 


the public is concerned. Such 
secret gatherings along with 
Executive Sessions which do 
not fall within the exceptions 
noted in Section 23A would call 
for an appropriate order as 
referred to in Section 23C. 

“I find from the testimony 
that all the members of the 
Committee acted in good faith; 
I further find that each acted at 
all times in what he considered 


to be in the best interests of the

‘No appropriate order under 
Section 23C is required. 

“The Bill is dismissed 
without costs.

Pollution Control, told him it is 
not a fact that the state is 
predisposed to accept the 
Corps’ recommendations. He 
said the Division feels the 
Corps has overstepped its 
bounds on the study, that the 
Corps hasn’t proved why the 
community should go full out on 
the recommendation to go to 
zero pollutants. 

He said the Secretary also 
suggested that Andover fight 
the study at the August 1 MVPC 
meeting, and that the town send 
a letter to the governor ex- 
pressing its opposition.
